COSTLY TEMPLE DEDICATED. 


EDMONTON, Tuesday. 

The dedication of a million dollar Mormon 

tetnple: at Cardstone, in Southern Alberta, 
was. performed on pig! by President Heber 
Grant, of Salt Lake City. Five hundred 
members and officials of the sect were present. 
This ‘is. the first Mormon temple to be erected 
on Canadian soil. 
, Mormon history in Alberta began in 1887, 
when Cárdstone, named after Charles Card, 
was founded by a party from Utah. Mormon 
aéttlements now extend from the Rockies to 
Saskatchewan. The temple site was dedi- 
cated in 1913, and the corner stone in 1915. 
The temple itself is built of Kootenay granite, 
with a marble and onyx interior. . 

The. schéme of decoration is simple, but 
cnatly, being executed entirely in hardwoods 
of ‘many varieties, including maple, walnut, 
cherry and mahogany. Mural decorations repre- 
sent the Creation, the Garden of Eden, The 
Fall and kindred subjects. The baptisimal font 
is supported by 12 life-size cxen in white 
marble. The temple has now been closed to 
all except Mormons.
